*Þs 2 bolder Frog, yea a more daring Devil, (or unclean Spirit ) who dare en- 
© counter no leſs chen ſixteen at once, ( when Hercales himſelf durſt not contend 
ith two at one time, Ne Herewules contra duos ) aud thoſe fixtcen all great Peers 
of the Land : This is an Enterpriſe dignum tanto, worthy of a poor Frog to un- 
dertake, Aſſuredly he conceited himſelt ro be that other Frog of £&ſip's, who 
would needs ſwell and ſtretch himſelf out, till he became as bigas an Ox ; but 
the iſſue was, he brake himlelt all aſ\inder, and ſo periſhed. The like Fate may 
1a due time befal this Bombsſting Bragadocio, and over bold undertaker. Or per- 
haps he fancied himſelf of the Off-ſpring of thoſe, (the Poer mentioned ) whe 
waged War againſt Fove bimſelf, ( ſubjectum Pelion Of e &c. Throwing great 
Trees, huge Rocks, and vaſt Mountains againlt Heaven, to throw Jupiter out of 
his Throne, but they were anſwered with hot Thunder-bolts, whereby that Gz- 
pento machia had a Period put to it in the Giants Deſtruction.

As to Hewry the VI. our Libeller (huffi:s that up, and never quotes Baker, (as he might have 
done) whotells us, how the Duke of Terk fictt began co whiſp:r tor the Crown, p,188 Cal.2;
